“I feel that I owe the newspa- 
pers and voters of Southern Cali- 
fornia more than a formal expres- 
sfon of thanks for the loyal and 
cordial support of my candidacy 
for re-election to the Supreme 
Court. unsuccessful though it waa. 
We lacked a little less than 6000 
votes of an election, but I am 
proud of my vote in my home sec- 
tion. My majority in the six south- 
ern counties was over 75,000, and 
was 47,000 in Los Angeles County. 
It was the immense vote in the San 
Francisco Bay region for their 
local men that overcame this big 
lead in the South. 

“I want also to thank the mem- 
bers of the bar and other friends 
throughout the State who have 
been urginge my retention on the 
Supreme Court by appointment to 
the vacancy in the associate jfus- 
ticeship which is broucht about by 
the election of Justice Wilbur as 
Chief Justice. I have decided, 
however, that T do not want to re- 
main on the bench under these 
conditions. I! prefer to come back 
to Southern California to renew the 
associations of over a third of a 
century of my life, and to take 
‘pot luck’ once more with former 
comrades at the bar in the practice 
of the law. When it came to the 
question of considering the uncer- 
tain contingency of appointment to 
further service on the Supreme 
Court, or returning to the home 
country, Mrs. Sloane and I put it 
to a vote and were unanimous for 
the South.

I have long had 
thie in mind as something to look 
forward to and the result of the 
recent election has only made it 
a matter of more immediate reali- 
gation. My only regret in the 
whole matter is for the fruitless 
trouble in my behalf to which my 
friends have been subfected.”
